of w ham now is. If we take into account 
the silver n rw in circulation, and the 190 
millions of gold which will get into circu­ 
lation after January 1st, we will have more 
money in this country per capita than ever 
before known in i»s history—and money 
Which will be worth as m uch as gold. 
The latest official reports from Europe, 
show that the circulation per capita, is im­ 
mensely less than that stated bv the Green, 
bickers in their campaign speeches and 
documents. They tell us that France has 
$5$ per capita, but in ISIG it proved to be 
only $13. Russia has been placed at $42, 
but In 1373, it was but $3 50. 
Germany 
has been named as having $30, but #he 
carelulest estimates made in that country 
do not put it at more than $5 OO. In E ng­ 
land the per capita has been set down as 
$26, whereas the report of 1877, shows 
that it reached but $7.00.

D ear Sir—Yours of the 24th inst. sent 
t>y messenger was handed me on the 27th 
inst., when I was obliged to leave home to 
fill appointments, aud this is tbe first op­ 
portunity I have had tor reply. 
Why your letter was sent by messenger 
rather than by due course of mail*, is per­ 
haps unintentional, but I trust you did not 
doubt that in either case I would be cour- 
tcous enough at I ast to acknowledge its 
receipt. It reads as follows: 


R a cin e, W!a., Sept. 24,1878. 
'Ion. Chirk* O. Williams: 
D ear Sib —As the representative from 
our district lo Congress,your general views 
upon tho currency question are known* 
Int there is one question among the most 
mportant, upon which your constituents 
woald be pleased to know more definitely 
your opinion. 
Are you in favor of issuing in paper form | 
to circulate as currency, treasury notes as 
certificates ot the United States, and sub­ 
stitute them for the notes of the National 
banks, which now amount to about $322,- 
00,000 ? Allow mo to hope for an early 
reply, &c. 
You say “my constituents work! be pleas­ 
ed to know more definitely my opinion, 
Ac.” Now you will pardon me when I say 
with the utmost respect that I ani not 
aware that any ct my constituents have 
any anxiety whatever upon that qnest'on 
except two of them, namely, younelf and 
my competitor Mr. Parker. 
There have been three Congressional 
Conventions held in this district since the 
1st day of August, and certainly no ooe of 
them has either advanced or adopted any 
such proposition. 
To be entirely certain, let. us see what 
proposition the? have put forth, and what 
in tarn Mr. Parker has accepted and 
adopted within the lest thirty dayn, in 
order that I may answer your question per­ 
tinently : 
First, on the first day of August 'he Green 
back 
Convent ion 
convened 
at Elk­ 
horn and adopted the following financial 
plank, which rumor says was penned by 
Mr. Parker himself. He certainly accept­ 
ed and adopted it: 
First. It is the exclusive faaction of the Gov­ 
ernment of the United 8tales to furnish the cir- 
eulsting medium of the people; end any other 
system is Illegal end detrimental to the best in­ 
terests of the Nation. We therefore demand the 
repeal of toe National Baning Act, and the pjw- 
e< of furnishing the currency be exercised by the 
people through Congress. 
8KOONd. We believe that each money should 
be s fall legal tender in payment of all debts, 
public and private, without regard to the materi­ 
al of which it is composed. 
On the 21st of August the Democratic 
Congressional Convention assembled at 
Elkhorn, and after mach tribulation en­ 
dorsed Mr. Parker as candidate, he in tarn 
endorsing this plank in its platform: 
We demand that no Material change be made In 
the volume of the currency, either directly or 
indirectly; thereby changing value* and disturb 
ing the relations between the debtor and credit­ 
or, except such increase ss shall be the natural 
Increase of the basinets growth of the country, 


There can be no mistake about this, be­ 
cause on the 29ih of August I took oc­ 
casion to address Mr. Parker a letter in 
which I stated that I assumed he accepted 
the Democratic platform “without any 
qualification or reserve whatever,” and he 
in his reply made no denial of the fact. 
On the 14th of September one Mr. Stew­ 
art who travels with Mr. Parkei speaks 
for him rn his presence and is understock 
to represent him, especially upon the fi­ 
nancial question, invited me to discuss 
with him, this full legal tender proposi­ 
tion of the Greenback ^platform which for 
reasons already published, I declined. So 
that up to that time Mr. Parker stood 
squarely 
on the full legal tender, or ii 
he did not, he stood with one foot on that, 
and one foot on the Democratic plat­ 
form. 
But it began to be very generally talked 
and published that old hard money Dem­ 
ocrats .would not vote for Mr. Parker, 
while occupying aoy such equivical posi­ 
tion, and J udge, it is very generally believed 
to which belief the correspondence itself 
gives the stamp of strong probability, that 
you and Mr. Parker put your heads to­ 
gether to devise some means by which to 
bridge the chasm so that recalcitrant Dem­ 
ocrats migfrjbe induced to march with you 
over into the Greenback-Parker-Demo­ 
cratic camp. And on the 19th of Septem­ 
ber, by question and answer you had 
place J Mr. Parker on the following finan­ 
cial (dank, outside of the action of all con­ 
ventions, and the sanction of any party, 
and being ss I have said, the third d’stinct 
position which 
he had sssnmed upon 
finance during the first 'birty days of the 
canvass, namely: 
First. I am not la favor of returning to tbe 
old Slate bank system- 
Second. I am in favor of having the United 
Stale* issue directly all money, and all substi­ 
tutes to circulate as money; and I rm in favor of 
making and keeping all our ptpev currency of 
equal value with gold and sliver coin. 
Third. I am not In favor of any measures 
which shall make our paper currency in the fu­ 
ture, less va'uahle than It now Is. 
Fourth. I Weuld certainly make the treasury 
note, or certificates, receivable at par for the four 
per cent, bonds, assuming that when so received, 
’.hey are to he pf V out again by the treasury, 
and retained as a part or the circulating me­ 
dium. 
Firm. Such treasury note*, or certificates, 
thus made receivable at par for Government due* 
and for co*a .bonds, which are at par would bo of 
equal value to coin.
